From the Army of the 2 Crowns commanded by the 
Duke of Vendome cncamped at Brentonego, Aug. 6. 


N the: 30th of laft Month the Count de 
Medavi atrack’d the Enemies Retrench- 
ments in the Valley of Leder, which he 
carried,after he had kill’d 70 of phe Im- 
perialifts;a Captain and a Lieutenant of 
the Regiment of Nigrelli were taken Prifoners, with 
8o Soluiers and a great number of Peafants, He 
march’d from thence to Riva, which at his approach 
the Enemy abandon’d: On the 1ft of this Month 
the Count de Bifs; with a Detachment of Grena- 
diers pofiets’d himfelf of Torbole, without any op- 
poticion, and found in it 3 Pieces of Cannon. Then 
he advanc’d along the Mountains, and planted fome 
Cannon on the Side-of a Hill to batter the Caftle of 
Nago, while Monfieur de Vaubecourt on his fide 
took Poft in the Village of Nago. Another De- 
tachment feizd on the ‘Village of Mori within 4 
“Miles of Raveredo, where was a Foundary in 
which were 1000 Bombs, and a great Quantity of 
“Builets ; as alfo a large Warchoute full of Leather 
which will ferve to make Shooes for our Infantry. 
The Caftle of Nago Surrender’d at Difcretion on 
the 4th; in which were taken, befides the Gover- 
nor, 100 Soldiers, and 350 Peafants, with 6 Pieces 
of Cannon. Yefterday the Caftle call’d Caftel 
barco was taken: In it was found the rich Furni- 
ture of the Count de Caftelbarco, which the Duke 
of Vendome gave the Soldiers leave to pillage ; and 
order’d the Caftle to be raz’d, by way of Reprifal 
for that Count’s having raz’d feveral in the Mantuan. 
We have no other Obftacle to encounter till we 
come ro jrent than the Town and Caitle of Arco ; 
which we are inform’d is much of the fame Strength 
as Nago, but is defended by 700 Men of the Regi- 
ment of Nigrelli, commanded by the Lieutenant 
Collonci, and 20 Pieces of Cannon. To morrow 
the Army will march to attack it ; and during the 
Sieg, which will probably iaft fome days, we hope 
the EleGor of Bavaria will arrive at Trent, his 
Mach having been retarded only by his being o- 
big'd turn back to revenge himfelf on fome Gen- 
tlemen who had rais’d the Peafants.

Town, and continued there ull to day, when our 
General order’d the Artillery and Baggage to be car- 
ried off, and at 2 inthe Afternoon feparated the 
Army ; 4 Battallions and 1 Regiment of Horfe are 
put into this Place, 2 Battallions are order’d to Lillo, 
2 to the Ifland of Axel, and 5 co that of Cadfant. 


From the Army of the Allies commanded by the Dake 
of Marlborough encamp'd at Val Notre Dame,Aug.27. 
The Forts St. Jofeph, Picard, and Rouge,being quit- 
ted ro us, the fevéral Batteries chat had been rais’d- 
againft them were brought againit the Caftle, which 
did great Execution on the Enemy ; and on the 25th

noon, which kill’d above 40 of the Enem;. At the

Foot of the Caftle, the Enemy thought we were 
coming to the Affault, tho’ we defign’d only to make 
a Feinte ; and‘thereupon about 6 in the Evening 
beat a Parley, and offer'd to Surrender on Condition 
to march our to Narfur with the ufual Marks. of 
Honour. Hereupon the Duke of Marlborough {ent 
in a Meffage to Monficur Millon the Governour, 
importing, that if the Garrifon would Surrender _ 
Prifoners of War, all the Officers and Soldiers fhould 
retain whatever belong’d to them, and be ex- 
chang’d for a like Number of ours: But thefe Pro- 
‘wae being at firft rejected, Orders were given for 
eginning the Attack again yefterday Morning ; 
which the Governour perceiving, he accepted of the 
Terms offer’d him, and immediately a Detachment 
of our Troops took poffeffion of the Caftie. In the 
Evening the Garrifon march’d out into the Town, 
from whence they will be conducted to Liege or 
Maeftricht till the Exchange is fettled. The whole 
Garrifon of the Forts and of the Caftle confifted of 
about 900 Men, commanded by 2 Brigadiers. -In 
the Place was found a confiderable Quantity of Am- 
munition and Provifions fufficient have fubfifted 
the Garrifon above 14 days longer,but the Governour 
alledges his Men would hold out no longer, and 
compell’d him to Surrender. During.ghe whole Siege 
we had but 18 Men kill’d, and befides fome 
Officers wounded. On the 24th one of the Enemy’s 
Parties of 25 Horfe, with a Captain, 2 Lieutenants, 
and a Cornet, came fo near our Camp, that the 
Grand Guard furrounded them, and took them all

taken by Captain Roufe; and the next day 2 French 
Privateers, one of 26 and the other of 30 Guns, gave 
Chace to the Induftry, and rook again the Sloop,and 
purfued Captain Roufe fo clofe, that he was oblig’d 
to throw overboard his Boat and fundry other things, 
and had very much ado ro efcape them. The Frénch 
Prifoners fay, that 50 Privateers are put to Sea from 
St. Maloes, and that this Sloop was the 17th Prize 
they had taken. Caprain Roufe fent into Guernfey 
a retaken Ship with Tobacco, and another with
